BOOKMOBILES 

The rural areas are served by 
bookmobiles with loudspeakers on 
top for radio music and “movie- 
pacts”ate delivered by bicycles. 

Materials in foreign languages are 
purchased in all subject areas and 
translated as needed. However, most 
reseafchers who use the library are 
multi-lingual and- seldom need 
translated copies. English language 
materials have been purchased from 
England and the United states. One 
Imember ofthe delegation expressed 
interest in setting UP a book ex- 
change program with SFPL. 

Whereas in the United states to 
be a librarian one must have a Mas- 
ter's degree in Library Science，in 
China only a high school degree is 
Decessary- 

Becatise the delegation was 
entirely male，the question was 
asked as to the sexual breakdown of 
librarians in China. “Half are fe- 
Imale,” was the reply. 

Members of the delegation were 
interested in the collection and sta 企 
of the Main Library and SFPL 
branches. To the Chinese librarians 
from the -Chinatown Branch they 
also raised duestions about the 
growing collection of Chinese books 
at the Chinatown Branch, the num- 
ber of Chinese employed by SFPL (6 
out of a total of over 130 librarians)， 
and the status of Chinese living in 
San Francisco. 

Following the reception, the dele- 
gation was given a tour of the Spe- 
cial Collections Department，where 
they were shown the Sherilock 
Holmes_ collection and materials 
collected on hippies and Alcatraz 
Island. 


Their visit to SFPL culminated 
with a tour of Bay Area Reference 
Center (BARC)，a federally-funded 
reference ptoject that services Bay 
Area Tibraties through teletype fac- 
simile eqtuipment. 

The first of four scholarly dele- 
gations that will visit the United 
States this fall as a result of ex- 
change agreements reached in 
China last.May between the Com- 
mittee on Scholarly Communication 
with the People's Republic of China 
and the Chinese Scientific ”and 
Technical Association， the dele- 
gation consists of librarians from 
Peking University， Shanghai Li- 
brary, Library of the Chinese Acad- 
emy of Sciences，Wuhan University， 
National Libratry of Peking, atid Na- 
tional Bureau of Cultural Relics. 

The delegation first arrived in 
Washington September 26. During 
their five-week stay in the United 
States, they hope to observe Tibrary 
adnlinistration and services， ap- 
plication of modern techniques in 1i- 
braries, and research and education 
in librarianship. 

They have already visited the Li- 
brary of Congress，the Dag 了 am- 
marskjold Library in the United Na- 
tions，and _ university，public，and 
special libraries in Washington， 
D.C., New York,， Boston，Michigan， 
Ohio， Chicago， and _Oklahoma. 
Their visit to SFPL will be followed 
by visits to the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley Library and Stan- 
ford University Library. 

The three other scholarly groups 
that will follow the librarians dele- 
gation to the United States include 
an English language 
group，a _ computer science group， 
and a medical group.

The 
city:s committee on ethics，ap- 
pointed-by incumbent Mayor Wes 
Uhlman，wants an _ investigation 
into a $5,000 legal fee candidate 
Liem Eng Tuai received in 1971 
from a long-time client，architect 
John Y. Sato. However, SuppPorters 
for Tuai，including the Seattle 
Timnes，noted that Tuai made no 
Secret of the fee and that the com- 
mittee and the mayor are using 
the _ fee as a Smear tactic against 
Tuai. 

The Seattle Times said the fee 
was disclosed when Tuai voluntari- 
ly made public copies of his. fed- 
eral income tax statements for the 
years 1970，1971 and 1972. The 
Paper also said Tuairs position is 
Supported by the city's legal de- 
Partment in that he had not vio- 
lated_ a fair campaign standards 
ordinance. 

Under Seattle:'s code of ethics 
ordinance, which became effective 
in January 1972, elected officials 
arerequired tofile an annual finan- 
cial statement with the city. This 
statement is to list sources of 
Ioney or other things of value in 
excess of $2,500 received during 
the previous calendar year from 
Persons doing business with the 
city，said the Pacific Citizen，a 
Japanese American Citizens League 
paper. The paper also said officials 
were required to list the amount 
of interest in excess of $1,500 in 
firms, partnerships, associations or 
enterprises doing business with the 
City- 

The Times called theicommittee 


on ethics a“stacked-deck” group 
of UhIman appointees and backers 
“whose、，concern is to save the 
mayor from defeat and hang on to 
their patronage jobs-…” 

The Post-Intelligencer，another 
paper here, said that in December 


.1970, the city council (Tuai was a 


councilman) approved rezoning of 
a_ Central Area property for a 162- 
unit housing for the elderly proj- 
ect being developed by Sato. Tuai 
was listed in the_ official council 
minutes as voting in favor. 

The paper said Tuai had failed to 
disqualify himself from voting on 
at least two occasions when proj- 
ects by his clfent，friend and cam- 
paign contributor were before the 
council for consideration.

ENOUGH SNUFF 
FOR AMCONTH 


A special display of 36 Chinese 
snuff bottles is on display now 
through November at the Asian 
Art Museum，Golden Gate Park， 
in the -了 oyer'Gallery adjacent to 
the auditorium. 

Among those displayed are snuff 
botties of jade, lapis jazuli, amber， 
stoneware，agate，sSmoky quartz， 
glass， ivory，mother-of-pearl，coral 
and cloisonne enamel， They are 
from the 18th and 19th centuries， 
shaped in the form of fruits，in- 
sects and vines, animals and human 
figures in intricate designs. 

Snuff was apparently introduced 
to China at the beginning of the 
17th century, but snuff-taking was 
not adopted as ahabit until nearly 
100 years later, and then mostly at 
the Court. The first snuff bottles 
were probably made in the Imperi- 
al wbrkshops in Peking in the late 
17th'century- 

The habit spread south, reaching 
a peak of popularity in the 19th 
century，when bottles were made 
of every available material wher- 
ever Works of art were manufac- 
tured.

The commitment of downtown 
retail store management to minor- 
ity _ employment came Under seri- 
ous criticism at a Human Rights 
Commission meeting last week. 

Frank Anderson,， HRC employ- 
ment representative, said efforts in 
recent months to expand employ- 
ment activities with new prograrms 
have been frustrated by the lack 
of cooperation. His report said the 
stores (through the Retailers Com- 
munity _ Relations Group，which 
the stores use to deal with minor- 
ity employment) and Lloyd Pflue- 
ger，chairman of the community 
relations group，have refused to 
provide more detailed employ- 
ment information;， such as a wider 
ethnic breakdown and an account- 
ing of affirmative action employ- 
ment programs by individual 
Stores. 

The report was supplemented by 
a presentation from Joe Breiten- 
eicher, a staff member of the Em- 
ployment Law Center.The presen- 
tation included a visual Survey 
covering about 20 Union Square 
area _ stores and about 800 em- 
Ployees. The survey revealed that 
90 per cent of the employees were 
white, six per cent were black, and 
the rest Spanish-speaking or Asian. 

Anderson said henceforth the 
HRGC will no longer accept a report 
on the ethnic breakdown fromm the 
community relations group unless 
this information is presented on 
an individual store basis. Further， 
he said，the information must in- 
clude a detailed ethnic breakdown 
which includes male-female identi- 
fication and listing of Chinese， 
Jabanese and Filipino separately- 

Total' minority employment in 
the _ community relations goup 
stores was 26.95 per cent, up from 
26.01 per cent in the 1972 second 
quarter period. The group did re- 
port the American Indian and an 
all-inclusive Oriental classification 
separately. Pflueger，however, in 3 
July 30 jletter to Anderson， adQ- 
mijtted that past reports have in- 
cluded Oriental employees under 
the Spanish origin.

DIANNE FEINSTEIN: SF'S 


FULL-TINAE SUPERVISOR

Politics is like horse racing. Like 
the fan at the race track,，the voter 
will place his bet on the“favorite 
since that involves, in his mind, the 
jeast risk and the promise of a re- 
turn,， however small that might be. 
One of the stronger incumbents in 
this year's race is Dianne Feinstein. 

It is easy to see how Mrs， Fein- 
stein has done so well in city politics 
in the past, Besides being that rare 
commodity in politics 一 a _ woman 一 
she is also poised，intelligent，and 
attractive. The only 名]l-time super- 
Yisor on the Board, she has earned a 
reputation for doing her homework 
afid Usually asks good questions ip 
Board sessions. Aside 他 om 3a Poor 
showing in the last mayoral election， 
she has done _ well in _ city politics， 
amassing more votes than any.other 
Supervisoral candidate her first time 
out. 

Jn her interview with 严 ast/Test 
at her home in Paciftic Heights，she 
was asked whether she supported 
Proposition 天. She opposes the 
Proposition，because she feels the 
Present political system works pretty 
well for everyone concerned，she 


said.“Community people have been 


involved in politics long enough to 
have enough contacts so that they 
can gain access to elected o 伍 cials 
anytime they want,” she added， 
“District elections won't make the 
Board any more minority-repre- 
sented than it is now.” What is 
really needed is more money 一 more 
fands to make the supervisor's posi- 
tion a full-time position instead of 
the“jludicrous””Ppart-time job it is 
now，she _ commented . 

Jnm discussing :the proposition， 
however，Feinstein did not mention 
how the community under KK might 
benefit from having a Supervisor 
that is specifcally accountable to 
them. Whileit is true that minorities 
are now on the Board，many have 
duestioned whether these Iminority 
members actually represent the 
Doorer districts in San Francisco. 


FEDERAL FUNDS 

On the problem of getting more 
Fands and programs for Chinatown 
for the coming year，EFeinstein was 
pessimistic.， She warned that fedetal 
reyenue sharing funds will not mean 
more funds for the city. If at all, 
represents，according to a Private 
study she has made with infor- 
mation Supplied by the City Aud- 
itor, a slash in present federal fund- 
逊 g by a half.， Several federal pro- 
grams in the miext fiscal year will be 


_ cut and others will be substantially 


reduced. Less money will be alloted 


_for programs and probably more 
| time will be spent haggling over Pro- 
gram priorities，she said . 


One of the serious problems that 


has hampered Chinatown，sShe 
,added, has been the lack of unity in 


the_ community behind proposals. 
Getting the different groups in the 
community together to represent 3 
“majority ”is perhaps the biggest 
stumbling block to getting GCity Hall 
support for a commtnity youth 
project or a commtunity ecology pro- 
gram，she said . 

When asked about the present 
loss of city jobs to people living out- 


iside the city, Feinstein reiterated her 
“ “1007 Support”of a strongly en- 


forced residency _ requirement for 
city employees. The author of the 
city_ ordinance requiring residency 
as a condition for city employment， 
she said she was heartened by the 
recent Supreme Court decision in 
favor of a residency requirement im 
Torrance，California.。 She believes 
this city has to increase its staff to 
enforce its residency requirement 
effectively. 


HOUSING 

On the question of housing for 
Chinatown， Feinstein stated her 
strong and early Support of the 
Stockton-Sacramento Street project: 
Although she believes the housing 
Pressures have been partially re- 
lieved by the“dispersal”of Chinese 
to other areas of the city，she does 
not believe that Chinatown Proper 
has _ many available lots left for 
development. The strongest housing 
program at the moment may be just 
an effective code enforcement pro- 
于 am.

education, for example, she said she

Act of 1973 (S$.2553) to improve 
bilingual programs and expand 
SerVices into new areasS. 

Cranston's bill would also guar- 
antee by law a permanent Division 
of Bilingual Education in the U.S. 
Office of Education'“so it can'tbe 
downgraded or abolished at any 
time at the whim of some bureau- 
crat, ”he said. 

The measure continues the cur- 
rent authorization figure at $135 
Imillion a year for four more years. 
But Cranston said he hopes that 
“Congress will do better than it 
has in the past and back bilingual 
education with the kind of money 
it needs.” 

DIFFERENCES 

“Bilingual education sweeps 
aside the notion that the child 
must change to meet the needs of 
the school. And it clearly rejects 
the idea that the Prime objective 
of the _ school is to wipe out all 
differences in style，heritage，and 
language background, delivering to 
society 一 at the end of 12 years- 一 
a nicely packaged，well-rehearsed， 
automatic reciter of majority max- 
ims;”Cranston continued 

Cranston Said the expanded and 
reformed programs provided for
